Agent of Machinists’ Union Says It Is 
Against Constitution of the

Indianapolis. 
Aug. 
7.—Business 
Agent Collins, of the National Ma­ 
ch in ists’ union, discussing the proba­ 
bility of aid for the steel strikers, 
said: 
"T he A m erican Federation will not 
go fu rth er than give its moral and 
financial support to the Strikers. 
Not 
even if the Am algam ated association 
was affiliated with the American F ed­ 
eration of Labor, which it is not. 
Tho 
constitution of the American F edera­ 
tion of Labor forbids the declaration 
of sym pathetic strikes. 
While the 
men employed in the metal 
trades 
bere a re in th e sam e general line of 
work as the strikers, they are not 
r em bers of the A m algam ated asso­ 
ciation. 
"I look for trouble to result from 
ibis fight, as It Is going to be the big 
goat labor w ar since the great strlk" 
cf 1876. 
T he tru st cannot afford to 
have Its plants idle in the first place, 
and, to m ake a w aiting fight effective, 
It would have to set to work to crip­ 
ple th e independent mills. This would 
be a bad move for it. 
The only way 
it can do is to im port scabs. 
The 
men will not sit Idly by and allow 
this, and the result will be trouble. 
“Organized labor is heart and soul 
v 1th the strikers, and lf they need 
financial aid they will get it.’’ 


Tam pa, Fla.. Aug. 7.—T he 
strik e 
situation was one of bew ilderm ent on 
the part ut the strik ers and immova 
ole determ ination on the part of the 
citizens. 
No w'ord has been receive I 
trorn or about Reaistencia 
leaders 
w ho were deported, and the vigilantes 
are sworn to secrecy, fu rth e r than 
th a t they adm it the men will never 
retu rn to Tam pa. 
The exact num ber 
of the men deported is not yet known 
but every prom inent 
leader of the 
strik e is missing, 
it is said th at oth 
ir s are m arked aud that deportation 
may take place a t any m o m e n t 
T he 
kidnaping 
had 
been 
well 
planned for days. 
A great open air 
m eeting had been arranged, a t which 
all the R esistencia leaders had been 
invited, the purpose being to catch 
them all in a bunch. 
They w'ere all 
present. 
Music had been 
provided 
arid the streets were lined with thou­ 
sands of people. 
Shortly before the 
posse of citizens reached th e place 
the news reached the strike leaders 
and 
they 
quickly 
dispersed. 
T he 
crowd was not daunted, and 
com 
nienced a m an -to m an search through 
the streets and 
snatched the men 
I rom the crowds. 
They were placed 
iu carriages th a t had been provided 
ag ain st heavily arm ed guards and rap­ 
idly driven away. 
The leaders were 
at once driven to the county 
jail, 
w here they rem ained on the outside 
under 
guards 
for a few minutes. 
Then they disappeared and have not 
been seen or heard of since. 
Vari­ 
ous rum ors as to their 
disposition 
la v e been circulated in the city. it 
being m ost generally 
reported that 
tney w ere taken into the gulf iu an 
unknown and m ysterious vessel. 
All 
cf th e deported strike leaders wore 
hpaniards and Cubans. 
It developed th a t 12 more strikers, 
who were am ong the sub-leaders, had 
been deported 
subsequently. 
Some 
cf 
the strik ers held 
meetings 
se­ 
cretly and have conferred with law 
yers, with a view of taking som e ac­ 
tion. 
No one would take the case, all 
being engaged in the interest of the 
international union. 
T hey have also 
appointed new com m ittees to carry 
on their work, and in case of each 
com m ittee five different ones were 
created, so that when one is taken 
aw ay ano th er will take his place. 
A proclamation wras issued 
here, 
signed "T he People of Tam pa," which 
says in part: 
“To the A narchists and Professional 
Labor A gitators: 
“W e say th at your days in Tam pa 
n o at ail end. 
W e cannot and will 
not perm it you to destroy this pros­ 
perous city. 
If you have regard for

Preceding the sending forth of this 
g reat document, with its m essage of 
strife, 
privation, days of watching, 
anxiety, P resident Shaffer sent out a 
notice to the constituent com panies of 
.the com bination of steel m anufactur- 
< rs and capitalists, 
notifying 
them 
that unless peace was sought, or a 
treaty arranged, their plants would 
be draw n into the conflict between the 
toiler and the capitalist. 
They were 
not advised as to the time. 


M en Ordered Out at New Castle. 
Sim ultaneously with the mailing of 
the ominous order 
to 
other plants. 
P resident Shaffer placed on the wires 
o f the W estern Union Telegraph com- 
I any a m essage to the 
employes of 
the N ational Steel com pany at New 
Castle. 
H e asked them to drop their 
work 
at 
m idnight—not 
Saturday 
night. 
They were to come out last 
night to prevent the successful carry­ 
ing out of a coup by the trust. 
After issuing the official call for 
next Saturday night, P resident Shaf­ 
fer said: 
“At noon today I called out all the 
men employed in the New Castle mills 
of the National Steel company. They 
^•.ill stop work at 12 o’clock tonight. 
My purpose in doing this was th a t I 
learned th at the tru st has been piling 
tip union-made bars in the old hous­ 
ings of the dism antled Jennings sheet 
iv.ill. for the purpose of supplying the 
trad e to non-union mills when the 
plants were shut down. 
It was a 
| ever trick, but it did not work. The 
t-ust will need w hat bars they have 
t ored no* bad enough before they 
J re through with this strike. 
After 
sending this telegram to New Castle, 
I received a reply which read -as fol­ 
lows: 
“ ‘M IL L W IL L C L O S E . 
M E N A R E 
A L L F IR M . ’ 
“This will bring out about 1,500 men 
lr th a t plant of the N ational Steel 
works in th a t town. 
You see. we have 
to be on the watch for just such moves 
I v the tru st as this was. 
W e know 
w hat is going on ju st as well as they 
flo and are fully prepared to m eet 
every move th at they m ake.” 
Discussing the feature of the strike 
th a t would bear 
directly upon the 
prosperity of the country, President 
Shaffer said: 
"The closing of all these mills will

The effect will be bad. and no one re ­ 
alizes it m ore than I do. 
I realized 
It all the tim e and tried to avoid by 
every m eans in my power the carry­ 
ing out of this program, but it was of 
no use.

It will triumph, in spite of the tru st 
fraying th a t the union men ’an n o t ex­ 
ist in their mills. 
“In this call for the men to come 
cut. we tried to a v o i ^ i l m eaningless 
words, all bombast!," u tte r a n c e s a n i 
sensational sentences. 
It is too seri­ 
ous a m atter for stage play. 
The 
Amalgamated men fully realize the 
task that is before them anti and have 
been prepared for it. 
They are, i be 
hove, ready to suffer long tor w hat 
they firmly believe to be their rights, 
“ hey will suffer hunger, poverty and 
privation of all kinds before giving 
in. 
The tru st can never crush such 
m en as our people. 
They may sta rt 
some of the mills, but they cannot 
sta rt many of them." 
“ W hat about President ( ’r o m p e r s ? ” 
P iesid en t Shaffer was asked. 
“I cannot talk on th a t m atter ju st 
yet.

When Mr. Com pels is ready he will 
be heard from, no doubt.

Beyond this. Mr. Shaffer would not 
talk on the subject of the American 
Federation of Labor.

The statem en t of Mr. Shaffer th a t 
when this strike was settled the tru st 
would have more than the Am alga­ 
m ated association to deal with has 
l>een the first direct intim ation that 
there was in prospect some sym pa­ 
thetic strikes. 
Not a single word has 
been u t t e r e r since then, or before it, 
to give any idea of the general plans 
that are being put in force. 
It is 
the broadness of them and the wide­ 
spread effect th a t they will have th a t 
leads the Am algam ated leaders to be­ 
lieve that the tru st will be forced 
for its own sake, and to protect itself 
from the w rath of the general public, 
to com e to a settlem ent with its men. 
P resident Shaffer said last night:

“These men can decide for them ­ 
selves w hether they will stand

their organization.

Agent of M a ch in ists’ Union S a y s It Is 
A gain st Constitution of the 
Federation. 


Indianapolis,

7.—Business 
Agent Collins, of the National Ma­ 
chinists’ union, discussing the proba­ 
bility of aid for the steel strikers, 
said: 
“T he A m erican Federation will not 
go further than give its moral and 
financial support to the strikers. 
Not 
even if the Amalgamated association 
was affiliated with the American Fed 
elation of Labor, which it is not. 
The 
constitution of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor forbids the declaration 
ox 
sym pathetic strikes. 
W hile the 
men employed in the metal 
trades 
bere are in the sam e general line of 
work as th e strikers, they are not 
r em bers of the Am algam ated asso­ 
ciation. 
"I look for trouble to result from 
ibis fight, as it is going to be the big 
gest labor w ar since the g reat strike 
cf 1S7H. 
The tru st cannot afford to 
have its plants idle in the first place, 
and, to m ake a w aiting fight effective, 
it would have to set to work to crip­ 
ple the independent mills. 
This would 
be a had move for it. 
The only way 
it can do is to im port scabs. 
The 
men will not sit idly by and allow 
this, and the result will be trouble. 
“Organized labor is heart and soul 
with the strikers, and if they need 
financial aid they will get it.” 


I 
Tam pa, Fla., Aug. 7.—'The 
strik e 
situation was one of bew ilderm ent on 
the part ot the strike rs and im m ova­ 
ble determ ination on the part of the 
citizens. 
No word has been receive I 
Dom or about Resistencia 
leaders 
w ho were deported, and the vigilantes 
are sworn to secrecy, fu rth er than 
that they admit the men will never 
return to Tam pa. 
The exact num ber 
"I the men deported is not yet known, 
but every prom inent 
leader of the 
strike is missing. 
It is said th a t o th ­ 
ers are marked and that deportation 
may take place a t any moment. 
T he 
kidnaping 
had 
been 
well 
planned for days. 
A great open air 
m eeting had been arranged, a t which 
ail the R esistencia leaders had been 
invited, the purpose being to catch 
them all in a bunch. 
They w'ere all 
present. 
Music had 
been provided 
and the streets were lined with thou­ 
sands of people. 
Shortly before the 
posse of citizens reached the place 
the news reached the strike leaders 
and 
they 
quickly 
dispersed. 
The 
crowd was not daunted, and 
com 
nienced a man-to-man search through 
the streets and 
snatched th e men 
I rom the crowds. 
They were placed 
in carriages that had been provided 
against heavily arm ed guards and rap ­ 
idly driven away. 
The leaders w’ere 
at once driven to the county 
jail, 
w here they remained on the outside 
under 
guards 
for a few minutes. 
T hen they disappeared and have not 
been seen or heard of since. 
V ari­ 
ous rum ors as to their 
disposition 
l ave been circulated in the city. it 
being m ost generally 
reported that 
tney were taken into the gulf in an 
unknown and mysterious vessel. 
All 
cf the deported strike leaders were 
Spaniards and Cubans. 
It developed th a t 12 more strikers, 
who were am ong the sub-leaders, had 
been deported 
subsequently. 
Some 
cf the strik ers held 
meetings 
se­ 
cretly and have conferred with law’- 
yers, with a view’ of taking som e ac­ 
tion. 
No one w’ould take the case, all 
being engaged in the interest of the 
international union. 
They have also 
appointed new’ com m ittees to carry 
on their w'ork, and in ease of each 
com m ittee five different ones were 
created, so that when one is taken 
away another will take his place. 
A proclamation was issued 
here 
signed “The People of Tam pa," which 
says in part: 
“To the A narchists and Professional 
Labor Agitators: 
“ We say that your days in Tam pa 
m o at an end. 
We cannot and will 
not permit you to destroy this pros­ 
perous city. 
If you have regard for 
jo u r safety, you will shake its dust 
from your feet. 
In conclusion, we 
notify the m anufacturers that this 
m ovement of citizens is not in your 
interest, but in the interest of the 
entire com m unity.”

Governor Nash has issued his proc­ 
lamation

tember 2, as Labor day. In it he says: 
"I earnestly request the people of 
Ohio to put aside for the day the du­ 
ties of the office, the factory, the shop 
and the farm, and join with the thrifty 
sons 
of 
industry in its celebration. 
The prosperity of the laboring classes 
Is the cornerstone upon whieh rests 
the happiness of all, and it is proper 
that this day should be devoted to 
the advancement of their interests.” 
There is no fault to be found with 
the governor’s words. 
He 
states a 
great truth when he says that the 
prosperity of labor is the foundation 
of the happiness of ull. 
Perhaps, how-1 
ever, he might have used a better i 
term than “laboring classes.” We arc I 
all laborers in this country, and arc I 
rather proud of the fact. 
Moreover 
we are not divided into classes, as is 
the ( ase in some lands. 
All are toll­ 
ers, all producers, whether they work 
with brain or hand. 
And the men 
who work at trades are 
among the 
most useful and most progressive of 
our people. 
The ranks of our states­ 
men have been recruited front them, 
from the day that Benjamin Franklin, 
the printer, developed into 
a 
diplo­ 
mat and philosopher whose wisdom 
the whole world came to acknowledge 
and admire. Our inventors, like Morse, 
the telegrapher, and Edison, th** elec­ 
trician, all served apprenticeships as 
mechanics. 
Our literature has boca 
enriched by contributions from the 
hands of mechanics which 
rank as 
masterpieces pf literature. 
A tenner 
and a tailor have sat in the pre ak 
dent s chair, and our grcateat philan-1 
thropists have been men who were 
laborers and artisans in their youth, j 
The nobility of labor is nowhere so : 
universally 
acknowledged, so gener-1 
ally appreciated, as in America,

we have a laboring class it includes

ISTen Years’ Trial I 
The Story of aw Soldier’s Struggle

LOSS VALUED AT 
$280,000. 


Selby Company the Victim—Robber; 


Bored Holes Under the Vault and 


Sprinkled Pepper in Their Tracks 


Lest $50,000 In Their Haste. 


San Francisco, Aug. 7.—The Selby 
Smelting and Lead company has been 
lobbed of $280,000 worth of gold bul 
lion. 
The theft occurred some time Mon 
d: y night and was not discovered un 
iii Tuesday morning. 
The 
thieves 
tunneled from outside the building 
ender the vault at the Selby works 
which are located on the bay shore 
about 30 miles from San Francisco 
They secured nearly 1,200 pounds of 
fine gold, worth $20 an ounce, and es­ 
caped without leaving a trace of tbeit 
identity behind. 
It is supposed that when the rob 
hers secured their loot they loaded it 
into a boat that was yalting and dis 
appeared in the fog that had arisen 
over San Francisco 
bay. 
In their 
I aste to get away they left two gold 
bars, worth nearly $50,000, lying on 
the bank of the water’s edge. 
The police at all the bay cities wert 
immediately notified of the crime, but 
all they could discover was a few of 
the tools the robbers had used. 
Elaborate Preparations to Rob. 
Preparatory engineering extending 
p\er several weeks probably was done 
before the robbery could be accom­ 
plished. 
Close 
to the wall of the 
building in which the vault Is located 
a shaft was sunk below the founda­ 
tion. 
Then a tunnel was run to the 
vault and holes were bored in the iron 
floor until 
an 
aperture sufficiently 
large to admit a man was made. 
It 
was then easy work to pass the treaj- 
i re down into the tunnel and load it 
into a boat. 
The robbers even took 
the precaution to sprinkle red pepper 
in the tunnel in order to make things 
uncomfortable as possible for anyone 
who might attempt to pursue them. 
There were four fine gold bricks in 
the vault which the robbers looted. 
Each was IO inches long. 5 inches 
wide and 4 inches in height. 
They 
were all stamped with number, weight 
f.nd fineness, and ran th u s: 
No. 1.230, 
containing 1,100.37 ounces; No. 1,237, 
containing 1,127.43 ounces; No. 1.2SS, 
containing 1.123.22 ounces, and 
No. 
J 239. containing 1,073.79 ounces. 
A.f th*1 bricks were 998 fine and 
worth $20.00 per ounce. 
In addition 
to 
this 
there were 
stolen from the bullion vault crude 
gold in all shapes and sizes, and some 
of it in bars 
of 
different lengths. 
Chief of Detectives Seymour said in 
part: 
“it is the boldest robbery in the his­ 
tory of the state, and fro mall the in­ 
formation 
that can be obtained at 
this time there is absolutely no clue 
to the robbers. 
In fact, we do not 
know whether the crime was commit­ 
ted by one man or five. 
The proba­ 
bilities are. however, that more than 
one man was concerned in it.”

Captain George P. Ahem, who has 
charge of the forestry interests of the 
United States government in the Phil­ 
ippine Islands, discussed the subject in­ 
terestingly with a visitor the other day 
at Washington, says the New York 
Post. 
"Forestry aud lumbering in the Phil­ 
ippines,” said lie, “are very different 
from the corresponding industries in 
tile United States. 
As a rule, Philip­ 
pine timber runs to the hard woods, 
while American timber bus a larger 
proportion of soft. Then, the methods 
of handling ti inlier in t Le two countries 
are very unlike. There is no one in the 
islands now who understands getting 
tile valuable stuff out of tile dense for­ 
ests and preparing it for market. Tim­ 
ber can be cut on the public lands by 
any one who secures a permit from the 
forestry office. 
No charge is made for 
this permit, but the wood to be remov­ 
ed must pay a tax on every cubic yard. 
"To one accustomed to American for­ 
ests and industry the slow gait at 
widt h work goes on In tile Philippines, 
iu spite of the high value of timber 
properly cut and prepared, is a marvel. I 
Out of I'20.000 square miles of dense 
forest, for the most part in a virgin 
state, only 20.000,000 feet of lumber 
was taken between tile 1st of July. | 
1900, and the middle of May, this year, i 
It is very hard to get efficient labor for ' 
forestry work or lumbering in the 
Philippines. 
The lack of roads is a 
serious drawback, but does not com- 1 
pare with tile labor problem. 
The 
natives 
acquire 
prejudices 
against 
many employers and will not work for 
them at any price, and even when they 
consent to work they are not wort ii a 
great deal. 
Being of small stature, 
they cannot handle weights nor stand 
a long strain of hard work. One Irish­ 
man would be worth ten Filipinos in 
an island forest. 
I have seen four na­ 
tives struggle with a wheelbarrow 
which any sound bodied laborer here 
could pick up and run away with. One 
would seize it by the handle bars, and 
the other til roe would pull on a rope 
attached to the front of tile body and 
then barely move it. 
From this illus­ 
tration you may judge what a handful | 
of these little men could do with a log 
* 
six or seven feet in diameter. 
j 
"Speaking of big logs, there are sev- 
; era! varieties of trees in the Islands 
which attain gigantic size. 
The ua- 
! tires have never been able to work this 
big timber, yet here and there we find 
hard wood tables of large dimensions, j 
| whose tops are one solid piece. 
The 
! mystery is explained when you learn 


J that after cutting down the tree from 
which such a slab can be got they slice 
out tills single piece by hand and leave 
the remainder to rot. 
They have nei­ 
ther the means nor the ingenuity to 
get such a log to m arket 
Here is 
where skilled American labor, dummy 
engines, wire cables and other facilities 
familiar here will come In play to some 
purpose. 
"A mistaken idea prevails In the 
United States that most of the Philip­ 
pine timber is of varieties very valua­ 
ble for cabinet making. There are seven 
or eight varieties which take a fine fin­ 
ish, but apart from these none of the 
native woods is likely to find Its 
way to the United States. 
The com­ 
merce which has already sprung up in 
a small way between the islands and 
the Pacific coast is restricted by the 
uncertainty of profit on the stuff that 
comes this way as well as by the use­ 
lessness of some of our wood in the 
Philippine Islands. 
The white ant, 
which is the terror of the forests in 
the archipelago, *will eat pine, fir aud 
other soft woods, but will Dot touch 
cedar. 
The quartermaster’s depart­ 
ment has made some experiments in 
shipping fir, redwood, spruce aod pine 
from the Pacific coast for the construc­ 
tion of storehouses and other military 
buildings, but the ravages of the ant 
doom these structures to a short Ufa 


On the other hand, cedar Is pretty ex 
pensive aud not strong enough for list* 
in much structural work. 
The native 
woods, which are proof against insect 
plagues, will probably continue to he 
used chiefly for buildings there. 
"The Philippine forests offer excep 
fit na I attractions to American capital 
bent on developing the country. 
We 
have scientific parties exploring the 
different islands, aud they have found 
tlius far some GGT) different varieties of 
trees. with a prospect of adding GIX) or 
400 more to the number. 
As time per 
mits our bureau will test each variety 
for strength, resistance to water. In­ 
vulnerability to the white ant and con­ 
cerning other particulars on which lum­ 
bermen aud builders will depend (or 
guidance. 
Many Investments have al­ 
ready been made in Philippine timber, 
but there Is room for all that are likely 
to go there for some time to come. 
Ea:b investor will be held to a strict 
accountability under the forestry laws. 
He will not be allowed to clean up any 
tract of forest land. t»ut only to cut 
trees of a certain size and at a certain 
stag*1 of development. 
It is the gov 
emment’s intention to maintain per 
maneiit forests; hence tills restriction 
against widespread cutting. 
Lumber­ 
men trained iii the extravagant proc 
lie* * too common here complain of nil 
tliis, hut it is really a restriction in 
their interest, wit Ii an eye to the fu­ 
ture.” 


D ry W e a th e r (Jrn i»r», 
Experience dicing recent dry sum­ 
mers strongly emphasizes tile chief 
weakness of blue grass—its almost en­ 
tire failure to grow during dry weath­ 
er. 
Orchard grass has been found 
best of the ordinary grasses In this re­ 
spect. blit the common red clover has 
silown its superiority to any of the 
smaller grasses for either liny or grnz 
lug in dry years. Highly prized as are 
the old blue grass pastures, it seems 
clearly proved flint a greater quantity 
of food would be produced by putting 
them under a rotation, with corn and 
clover the chief crops. Tills would in­ 
volve more labor, but in present con­ 
ditions would give better prospects of 
profits, said the late Professor Cl. E. 
Morrow. 


W a te rin ic H unted. 
A small item, yet one flint should 
not be overlooked in the management 
of the work teams, esjieciall.v during 
the summer, is that of giv ing them wa­ 
ter before breakfast. 
If tit** watering 
arrangements are convenient, it will 
take but a few minutes more to water 
them before breakfast, and they will 
not only relish their food better, but it 
will be digested lief ter. 
At tills time 
of the year horses are always thirsty 
in the early morning and if not water­ 
ed before they eat will invariably drink 
more than is good for their digestion, 
as more or less of the food will lie 
washed into the stomach before being 
digested. 


D e s t r o y t h e T a s s e l s . 
When I can have only a small patch 
of sweet corn or an extra early [latch, 
I always pull out all tassels as they ap- 
I>ear, except one to the hill, says a 
Kansas correspondent of Farm and 
Home. 
The result is earlier corn and 
ears w’ell filled, grains plump and a 
third more corn, as most every stalk 
matures two ears, sometimes three 
Have also tried it with popcorn with 
the same good results. My theory is that 
the strength the tassel would have used 
in maturing was absorbed by the corn, 
one tassel being sufficient t o 'fertilize 
the hill. 


S h r e d d e d C o r n F o d d e r . 
The western farmers who have begun 
to use shredded corn fodder are now 
declaring that a ton of it is worth more 
than a ton of hay for milk cows, says 
American Agriculturist. 
We came to 
the same conclusion years ago in re­ 
gard to corn fodder well grown, cut 
when fit aud fed dry or moistened with 
water; it is better than hay for milk 
and butter products, producing a better 
article at less cost. We never tried the 
shredded fodder, but can imagine there 
would be less waste to it. 


H o m e F e r tilis e r * . 
The backbone of farming is barnyard 
manure aud green fertilizers. 
Plow 
these under every year in sufficient 
quantities, and the heaviest crops can 
lie raised without injuring the laud. 
Then, when needed, dress the land 
with artificial fertilizers to add nitro­ 
gen, potash or phosphoric acid, as the 
case may need. 
Some crops absorb 
more of one of these elements than oth­ 
ers, and it is essential to know which 
is being used in excess of others.

T ests of apparatus for use in fighting 


fire in difficult places w ere m ade yes­ 


terday morning by the firemen with 


satisfactory results. 
T h e 
appliances 
are the outgrowth of ideas of Chief 
Morley, and are designed to fight fire 
in a cellar. 
They are spray nozzles 
for attaching to a large hose. 
The 
need of som ething of the kind was 
well illustrated at the recent fire at 
J. J. Rose’s. 
Two nozzle tips were m ade after 
the plan suggested by Chief Morley, 
and both work admirably. 
U pwards 
of 50 holes are placed in the outer 
edge of the tip. and a large stream is 
perm itted to play directly upon the 
fire opposite the man 
operating 
the 
nozzle. 
T he other stream s shoot out 
in every direction, forming a wall of 
water. 
This has the effect of form 
lug a current of air which keeps the 
flame and smoke in front of the stream. 
Both tips were given 
a 
thorough 
test. 
The only difference between the 
two is that tile one throw s a much lar­ 
ger stream than the other. 
T h e large 
one was tested first, and proved satis 
factory, although the second was pro 
nouncod die better of the two on ac­ 
count of containing m ore holes, and 
tile fact that the stream which played 
directly from the point reaches fully 
30 feet and the w ater com ing from 
every side in a solid sheet, m akes if 
doubly valuable.

With a few 
u lu la tio n s 
the 
new' 
nozzle will be placed in operation. Pat­ 
ents are held for appliances of the 
sam e kind, and m any of them cost as 
high as $70, but the apparatus just 
perfected by Chief Morley is much 
more complete than any yet invented.

“At noon today I called out all the 
men employed in the New Castle mills 
of the National Steel company. They 
will stop work at 12 o’clock tonight. 
My purpose in doing this was that I 
learned that the trust has been piling 
up union-made bars in the old hous- 
Mi 
^*smantled Jennings sheet 
mill for the purpose of supplying the 
trade to non-union mills when the 
I .ants were shut down. 
It was a 
| ex cr trick, but it did not work. The 
'"list will need what bars they have 
t ored now' bad enough before thev 
J re through with this strike. 
After 
sending this telegram to New Castle 
I received a reply which read -as fol­ 
low’s : 
“ ‘M ILL W IL L C L O S E . 
M EN A R E 
A L L FIR M .’ 
“This will bring out about 1,500 men 
lr that plant of the National Steel 
works in that town. You see. we have 
lo be on the w'atch for just such moves 
Iv the trust as this was. 
We know 
what is going on just as well as they 
do and are fully prepared to meet 
every move that they make.” 
Discussing the feature of the strike 
that would bear 
directly upon the 
prosperity of the country, President 
Chaffer said: 
“The closing of all these mills will 
b>’ all classes. It will stop qto- 
c«etu;n and this will stop commerce 


The effect will be bad. and no one re­ 
alizes it more than I do. 
I realized 
it all the time and tried to avoid by 
every means in my power the carry­ 
ing out of this program, but it was of 
no use. Right must triumph, however. 
It will triumph, in spite of the trust 
fraying that the union men 'annot ex­ 
ist in their mills. 
“In this call for the men to come 
out, we tried to a v o i r 'l l meaningless 
words, all bom bas ti J"u tte ra n ce s aud 
sensational sentences. 
It is too seri­ 
ous a m atter for stage play. 
The 
Amalgamated men fully realize the 
task that is before them and and have 
been prepared for it. 
They are, I be j 
lieve, ready to sutler long for what 
they firmly believe to be their rights. 
“ hey will suffer hunger, poverty and 
privation of all kinds before giving | 
in. 
The trust can never crush such j 
men as our people. 
They may start 
some bf the mills, but they cannot 
start many of them.” 
“What about President Gompors?” . 
Piesident Shaffer was asked. 
“I cannot talk on that matter just 
yet. 
There are certain things that it 
:s not wise to discuss and give our 
enemies 
advanced 
information on. 
When Mr. Gompers is ready he will 
be heard from, no doubt. 
He must 
speak for himself.” 
Beyond this. Mr. Shaffer would not 
talk on the subject of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
He expressed 
Hie belief, however, that there would 
be no trouble in getting the aid and 
si pport of that great body when it 
was needed. 
The Amalgamated asso­ 
ciation was one of the fathers of the 
organization and 
had 
been instru­ 
mental in putting it on its fe et 
It 
had always paid the per capita tax 
for its support, and had been among 
it* most prominent supporters. 
The relations between the two or­ 
ganizations. he said, were peculiarly 
intimate and interwoven. 
It was inti- 
r ated that as a result of this, the ef­ 
fect of the strike w’ould he felt far 
more generally than was expected by 
the public.

W ill There Be Sympathetic Strikes? 
The statem ent of Mr. Shaffer that 
when this strike was settled the trust 
would have more than the Amalga­ 
mated association to deal with has 
been the first direct intimation that 
there was in prospect some sympa­ 
thetic strikes. 
Not a single word has 
been u tte re d since then, or before it, 
to give any idea of the general plans 
that are being put in force. 
It is 
the broadness of them and the wide­ 
spread effect that they will have that 
leads the Amalgamated leaders to be­ 
lieve that the trust will be forced 
for its own sake, and to protect itself 
from the wrath of the general public, 
to come to a settlement with its men. 
President Shaffer said last night:

“These men can decide for them­ 
selves whether they will stand

We want no one 
to come out unwillingly.

Agent of M achinists’ Union Says It Is 


Against Constitution of the 


Federation. 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
7.—Business 
Agent Collins, of the National Ma- 
cninists’ union, discussing the proba­ 
bility of aid for the steel strikers, 
said: 
“The American Federation w’ill not 
go further than give its moral and 
hnancial support to the strikers. 
Not 
even if the Amalgamated association 
was affiliated with the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, which it is not. The 
constitution of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor forbids the declaration 
of sympathetic strikes. 
While the 
men employed in the metal 
trades 
here are in the same general line of 
work as the strikers, they are not 
r embers of the Amalgamated asso­ 
ciation. 
“I look for trouble to result from 
this fight, as it is going to be the big 
goat labor war since the great strike 
cf 187ti. 
The trust cannot afford to 
have its plants idle in the first place, 
and, to make a waiting fight effective. 
it would have to set to work to crip­ 
ple the independent mills. This w'ouid 
be a bad move for it. 
The only way 
it can do is to import scabs. 
Tho 
men will not sit idly by and allow 
this, and the result will be trouble. 
“Organized labor is heart and soul 
with the strikers, and if they need 
financial aid they will get It.” 


Tampa, Fla., Aug. 7.—The 
strike 
situation was one of bewilderment on 
the part ut the strikers and immova­ 
ble determination on the part of the 
citizens. 
No word has been receive I 
Horn or about Resistencia 
leaders. 
w ho were deported, and the vigilantes 
are sworn to secrecy, further than 
that they admit the men will never 
return to Tampa. 
The exact number 
<»f the men deported is not yet known, 
but every prominent 
leader of the 
strike is missing. 
It is sqid that oth­ 
ers are marked and that deportation 
may take place at any m om ent 
The 
kidnaping 
had 
ueen 
w’ell 
planned for days. 
A great open air 
meeting had been arranged, at which 
all the Resistencia leaders had been 
invited, the purpose being to catch 
ihem all in a bunch. 
They were all 
present. 
Music had been provided 
and the streets were lined with thou­ 
sands of people. 
Shortly before the 
posse of citizens reached tile place 
the news reached the strike leaders 
and 
they 
quickly 
dispersed. 
The 
crowd was not daunted, and 
com­ 
menced a man-to-man search through 
the streets and snatched the men 
I rom the crowds. 
They were placed 
in carriages that had been provided 
against heavily armed guards and rap­ 
idly driven away. 
The leaders w’ere 
at once driven to the county 
jail, 
where they remained on the outside 
under 
guards 
for a few minutes. 
Then they disappeared and have not 
been seen or heard of since. 
Vari­ 
ous rumors as to their 
disposition 
I.ave been circulated in the city, it 
being most generally 
reported that 
tney wrere taken into the gulf in an 
unknown and mysterious vessel. 
All 
cf the deported strike leaders were 
hpaniards and Cubans. 
It developed that 12 more strikers, 
who were among the sub-leaders, had 
been deported 
subsequently, 
Some 
cf the strikers held meetings 
se­ 
cretly and have conferred with law- 
yers, with a view of taking some ac­ 
tion. No one would take the case, all 
being engaged in the interest of the 
international union. 
They have also 
appointed new committees to carry 
on their work, and in case of each 
committee five different ones were 
created, so that when one is taken 
away another will take his place. 
A proclamation was issued 
here, 
signed “The People of Tampa," which 
says in part: 
"To the Anarchists and Professional 
Labor Agitators: 
“We say th at your days in Tampa 
ere at an end. 
We cannot and will 
not pel rn it you to destroy this pros­ 
perous city. 
If you have regard for 
your safety, you will shake its dust 
from your feet.

Governor Nash has issued his proc­ 
lamation 
designating 
Monday, Sep­ 
tember 2, as Labor day. In It he says: 
“I earnestly request the people of 
Ohio to put aside for the day the du­ 
ties of the office, the factory, the shop 
and the farm, and join with the thrifty 
sons 
of 
industry in its celebration. 
The prosperity of the laboring classes 
is the cornerstone upon which rests 
the happiness of all, and it is proper 
that this day should be devoted to 
the advancement of their interests.’’ 
There is no fault to be found with 
the governor's words. He states a 
great truth when he says that the 
prosperity of labor is the foundation 
of the happiness of all. Perhaps, how­ 
ever, he might have used a better 
term than “laboring classes.” W e are 
all laborers in this country, and are 
rather proud of the fact. 
Moreover, 
we are not divided into classes, as is 
the case in some lands. 
All are toil­ 
ers, all producers, whether they work 
with brain or hand. 
And the men 
who work at trades are 
among the 
most useful and most progressive of 
our people. 
The ranks of our states­ 
men have been recruited from them, 
from the day that Benjamin Franklin, 
the printer, developed Into 
a 
diplo­ 
mat and philosopher whose wisdom 
the whole world came to acknowledge 
and admire. Our inventors, like Morse, 
the telegrapher, and Edison, the elec­ 
trician, all served apprenticeships as 
mechanics. 
Our literature has been 
enriched by contributions from the 
hands of mechanics which 
rank as 
masterpieces of literature.

thropists have been men who were 
laborers and artisans in their youth. 
The nobility of labor is nowhere so

GOLD WAS STOLEN. 


A Bold Robbery Occurs ct 
Smelting Works, In Cal­ 
ifornia. 


LOSS VALUED AT $280,000. 


Colby Company the Victim— Robbers 


Bored Holes Under the Vault and 


Sprinkled Pepper in Their T recks. 


Lest $50,000 In Their Haste. 


San Francisco, Aug. 7.—The Selby 
Smelting and Lead company has been 
robbed of $280,000 worth of gold bul­ 
lion. 
The theft occurred some time Mon 
di.y night and was not discovered un­ 
til Tuesday morning. 
The 
thieves 
tunneled from outside the building, 
ender the vault at the Selby works, 
which are located on the bay shore, 
about 30 miles from San Francisco. 
They secured nearly 1,200 pounds of 
fine gold, worth $20 an ounce, and es­ 
caped without leaving a trace of their 
identity behind. 
It is supposed that when the rob­ 
bers secured their loot they loaded it 
into a boat that was yaiting and dis­ 
appeared in the fog that had arisen 
over San Francisco 
bay. 
In their 
Taste to get away they left two gold 
bars, worth nearly $50,000, lying on 
the bank of the water’s edge. 
The police at all the bay cities were 
immediately notified of the crime, but 
all they could discover was a few of 
the tools the roboers had used. 
Elaborate Preparations to Rob. 
Preparatory engineering extending 
p\or several weeks probably was done 
before the robbery could be accom­ 
plished. 
Close 
to the wall of the 
building in which the vault is located 
a shaft was sunk below the founda­ 
tion. 
Then a tunnel was run to the 
vault and holes were bored in the iron 
floor until 
an 
aperture sufficiently 
large to admit a man was made. 
It 
was then easy work to pass the treas- 
i re down into the tunnel and load it 
into a boat. 
The robbers even took 
the precaution to sprinkle red pepper 
in the tunnel in order to make things 
uncomfortable as possible for anyone 
who might attempt to pursue them. 
There were four fine gold bricks in 
the vault which the robbers looted. 
Each was IO inches long. 5 inches 
wide and 4 inches in height. 
They 
were all stamped with number, weight 
and fineness, and ran thus: 
No. 1.230, 
containing 1,190.37 ounces; No. 1,237, 
containing 1.127.43 ounces; No. 1,238, 
containing 1.123 22 ounces, and 
No. 
i 239. containing 1.073.79 ounces. 
A .' the bricks were 998 fine and 
worth $20.60 per ounce. 
In addition 
to 
this 
there were 
stolen from the bullion vault crude 
gold in all shapes and sizes, and some 
of it in bars 
of 
different lengths. 
Chief of Detectives Seymour said in 
part: 
“It is the boldest robbery in the his­ 
tory of the state, and fro mall the in­ 
formation 
that can be obtained at 
this time there is absolutely no clue 
to the robbers. 
In fact, we do not 
know whether the crime was commit­ 
ted by one man or five. 
The proba­ 
bilities are, however, that more than 
one man was concerned in i t ”

Those conditions underwent a 
ladical change in the final dealings, 
w hen a report was current that or­ 
ders for a general strike of the steel 
workers would he ordered Tuesday 
night.

I comptly put out large short lines 
and brought about declines of from 
I to about 3 points in the most prom­ 
inent stocks. 
The market in detail 
practically showed 
a 
pretty steady 
improvement from the outset, the oc­ 
casional setbacks which were forced 
by realizations being quickly over­ 
come by a good demand for both ac­ 
counts and evidences of inside sup­ 
port. 
London's attitude was regard­ 
ed with some interest, but arbitrage 
operations proved small 
and 
were 
without influence. 
News 
from the

Captain George P. Ahern, who has 
charge of the forestry interests of the 
United States government in the Phil­ 
ippine Islands, discussed the subject In­ 
terestingly with a visitor the other day 
at Washington, says the New York 
Post. 
“ Forestry aud lumbering In the Phil­ 
ippines,’’ said he, “are very different 
from the corresponding industries in 
the United States. 
As a rule, Philip­ 
pine timber run* to the hard woods, 
while American timber has a larger 
proportion of soft. Then, the methods 
of handling timber In the two countries 
are very unlike. There is no one in the 
Islands now who understands getting 
the valuable stuff out of the dense for­ 
ests and preparing it for market. Tim­ 
ber can Le cut on the public lands by 
any one who secures a permit from the 
forestry office. 
No charge Is made for 
this permit, but the wood to be remov­ 
ed must pay a tax on every cubic yard. 
“To one accustomed to American for­ 
ests and industry the slow gait at 
which work goes on in the Philippines, 
lu spite of the high value of timber 
properly cut and prepared, Is a marvel. 
Out of 120.000 square miles of dense 
forest, for the most part in a virgin 
state, only 20.000,OOO feet of lumber 
was taken between the 1st of July, 
1900. and the middle of May, this year. 
It is very hard to get efficient labor for 
forestry’ work or lumbering in the 
Philippines. 
The lack of roads is a 
serious drawback, but does not com­ 
pare with the labor problem. 
The 
natives 
acquire 
prejudices 
against 
many employers and will not work for 
them at any price, and even when they 
consent to work they are not worth a 
great deal. 
Being of small stature, 
they cannot handle weights nor stand 
a long strain of hard work. One Irish­ 
man would be worth ten Filipinos in 
an island forest. 
I have seen four na­ 
tives struggle with a wheelbarrow 
which any sound bodied laborer here 
could pick up and run away with. One 
would seize it by the handle bars, and 
the other three would pull on a rope 
attached to Hie front of the body and 
then barely move it. 
From this illus­ 
tration you may judge what a handful 
of these little men could do with a log 
six or seven feet in diameter. 
“Speaking of big logs, there are sev­ 


e n the other hand, cedar is pretty ex 
pensive aud not strong enough for use 
in much structural work. 
The native 
woods, which are proof against insect 
plagues, will probably continue to be 
Used chiefly for buildings there. 
“The Philippine forests offer excep­ 
tional attractions to American capital 
bent on developing the country. 
We 
have scientific parties exploring the 
different islands, and they have found 
thus far some 095 different varieties of 
trees, with a prospect of adding SUO or 
4U0 more to the uumber. 
As time per 
niits our bureau will test each variety 
for strength, resistance to water, In- 
vuinerabilitv to the white ant and con­ 
cerning other particulars on which lum­ 
bermen and builders will depend (or 
guidance. 
Many Investments have al­ 
ready beeD made in Philippine timber, 
but there is room for all that are likely 
to go there for some time to come. 
Ea;h investor will be held to a striet 
accountability under the forestry laws. 
He will not be allowed to clean up any 
tract of forest land. Hilt only to cut 
trees of a certain size and at a certain 
stag*' of development. 
It is the gov 
ernmonr’s Intention to maintain per­ 
manent forests; lienee this restriction 
against widespread cutting. 
Lumber­ 
men trained iii the extravagant prac­ 
t i c e s too common here complain of nil 
this, but it is really a restriction In 
their interest, with an eye to the fu­ 
ture.”

Experience dicing recent dry sum 
tners strongly emphasizes the chief 
weakness of blue grass—-its almost en­ 
tire failure to grow during dry weath­ 
er. 
Orchard grass has been found 
best of the ordinary grasses in this re­ 
spect, but the common red clover has 
shown its superiority to nny of the 
smaller grasses for either hay or graz­ 
ing in dry years. Highly prized as are 
the old blue grass pastures, It seems 
clearly proved that a greater quantity 
of food would be produced by putting 
them under a rotation, with corn ami 
clover the chief crops. This would in­ 
volve more labor, but in present con­ 
ditions would give better prospects of 
profits, sa iii the late Professor G. E.

ther the means nor the ingenuity to 
get such a log to m arket 
Here is 
where skilled American labor, dummy 
engines, wire cables and other facilities 
familiar bere will come In play to some 
purpose.

“A mistaken Idea prevails In the 
United States that most of the Pbilip- 
j pine timber is of varieties very valua­ 
ble for cabinet making. There are seven 
or eight varieties which take a fine fin­ 
ish, but apart from these none of the 
native woods is likely to find Its 
I way to the United States. 
The com­ 
merce which has already sprung up In 
a small way between the islands and 
the Pacific coast Is restricted by the 
uncertainty of profit on the stuff that 
comes this way as well as by the use­ 
lessness of some of our wood In the 
Philippine Islands. 
The white ant, 
which is the terror of the forests in 
the archipelago,•will eat pine, fir and 
other soft woods, bot will not touch 
cedar. 
The quarterm asters depart­ 
ment has made some experiments in 
shipping fir. redwood, spruce and pine 
from the Pacific coast for the construc­ 
tion of storehouses and other military 
buildings, but the ravages of the ant 
doom these struct ores. to a short life. 


D estr o y th e T a sse ls. 
When I can have only a small patch 
of sweet corn or an extra early patch, 
I always pull out all tassels as they ap- 
I>ear, except one to the hill, says a 
Kansas correspondent of Farm and 
Home. 
The result Is earlier corn and 
ears well filled, grains plump and a 
third more corn, as most every stalk 
matures two ears, sometimes three. 
Have also tried it with popcorn with 
the same good results.

Sh redd ed C ora F o d d er. 
The western farmers who have begun 
to use shredded corn fodder are now 
declaring that a ton of it is worth more 
than a ton of hay for milk cows, says 
American Agriculturist. 
We came to 
the same conclusion years ago in re­ 
gard to corn fodder well grown, cut 
when fit aud fed dry or moistened with 
water; it is better than hay for milk 
and butter products, producing a better 
article at less cost. We never tried the 
shredded fodder, but can imagine there 
would be less waste to it.

Then, when needed, dress the land 
with artificial fertilizers to add nitro­ 
gen, potash or phosphoric acid, as the 
case may need.
